tional and American Basketball 
Associations Thursday cleared 
their first—and probably easiest 
— hurdle

tion which has pending a law- 
suit opposing a consolidated 
league.

from Congress permission to 
merge. It w.is the only step they 
could take under a U.S. District 
Court injunction issued last May 
which legally barred a merger 
until disposition of the players 
suit. 


The commissioners of (he (wo 


leagues, Walter Kennedy of the 
NBA 
and Jack Dolph of the 


ABA, simultaneously announced 
the approval of a statement 
which will be submitted to Con- 
gress 
in 
the 
form 
of 


legislation. 


The NBA owners, meeting in 


Atlanta, voted 13^ while the 
ABA owners, meeting in Den- 
ver, gave it an 11-0 vote. Five 
votes were needed in the NBA 
to kill the proposal. Kennedy 
quickly dispelled any thoughts 
of an immediate merge i . 


"I don't anticipate Congres- 


sional action so we can have a 
unification at the end of the next 
season." he said. 


"We have no sponsors for the 


proposed legislation at the mo- 
ment," Kennedy added. "I real- 
ly don't know when we'll file it 
but certainly within the next 
few weeks." 


Kennedy said the approved 


plan touched only basic princi- 
ples and that conditions of a 
merger would certainly include 
other matters. 


"The NBA had to go with this 


or^nothing," Kennedy said. 


"Under the court's injunction 


we cannot discuss situations in- 
volving specific players." 


NBA stars such as Zelmo Bea- 


ty and Rick Barry have jumped 
to the ABA and others have con- 
sidered it. 


The ABA also drew criticism 


from NBA owners for signing 
Spencer 
Heywood and Ralph 


Simpson before their classes 
graduated. However, Dolph an- 
nounced he would reject the 
contract Simpson signed with 
Denver Tuesday. 


The basic principles agreed to 


in the statement included a 28- 
team league to be known as the 
National Basketball Association, 
a single league schedule as ear- 
ly as practicable, a world cham- 
pionship between the two league 
winners, expansion by at least 
two new teams befona the single 
league schedule goe^ into effect 
and

Kennedy would be commis- 


sioner of a consolidated league. 


The statement said the merg- 


er would become effective for 
the 1970-71 season, but as Ken- 
nedy pointed out, these matters

May. Therefore, he said, the 
dates were insignificant at this 
time. 


Without listing specifics, tilt-

That was the answer of famed 


architect Robert Trent Jones to 
day to criticism of the Hazeltine 
National Golf Club by pros com- 
peting in the U.S. Open Golf 
Championship. 


Hazeltine, with all of 
its 


bumps and subtleties, came out 
of Jones' head and some of the 
world's best golfers had their 
gripes after only one of them— 
Britain's 
Tony Jacklin— man- 


aged to break the 72 par in the 
first round Thursday. 


Almost half of the blue-blood- 


ed field of 150 soared over 80 
and the casualty list included 
such giants as Jack Nicklaus, 
81; Gary Player, 80, Arnold Pal- 
mer 
and 
defender 
Orville 


Moody, each 79, and Lee Trevi- 
no, 77. 


"An 80 is embarrassing and I 


sympathize with players com- 
peting 
under 
extreme pres- 


sure," Jones said. "But every- 
thing is relative. I think the crit- 
icism is unfortunate. It is sort of 
vendetta. 


"The players are accustomed 


to shooting in the 60s on easy 
courses. Their pride is hurt 
when they see their scores go 
higher. But that does not mean 
that the course is not an infinite- 
ly 
fair- although 
difficult- 


test." 


Hazeltine, a 7,151-yard layout 


hewn from a forest eight years 
ago, has been the object to sharp 
barbs by pros, who are inclined 
generally 
to 
find fault with 


toughened open layouts. Jones' 
handiwork merely added 
to 


their frustration. 
• 


"The man destroyed a beauti- 


ful farm," said Dave Hill, Var- 
din Trophy winner of 1969 after 
course. 


Tommy 
Bolt quipped, 
"On 


this course, you're two strokes 
over par before you hit the first 
ball." 


The verteran Bob Kosburg, a 


former 
PGA champion, com- 


mented: 
"I don't think Trent 


Jones designed it at all. It has 
so many dog-legs, I believe Las- 
sie dit it." 


Bill Casper, 
the Masters 


champion, complained ;that th.e , 
course had 10 blind holes on 
which it was impossible even to 
see the flagstick on the ap- 
proach shot. 


Bert Greene said, "Usually 


we pick an object to shoot at— a 
fairway trap or something like 
that. Here you aim at a cloud. If 
the cloud moves, you're in trou- 
ble." 


Larry Ziegler beefed about 


the tough rough. "You don't put 
pebbles in the infield when you 
play the baseball World Series," 
he added. 


The most disturbing criticism 


~ so far as Jones was concerned 
— came from Nicklaus, an ar- 
chitect himself, who said in a 
national 
magazine 
that 
the 


course lacked definition. 


"On 11 of the 18 holes, you 


cannot even see the area where 
the drive lands," Nicklaus said. 


Jones flew to Chaska from his 


home in New Jersey 
Thursday 


and went immediately from the 
airport to the Hazeltine course 
where he walked the layout with 
friends during first-round play. 


This act of bravery drew the 


comment from Fred Corcoran, 
director of the International 
Golf Association. "With the way 
those guys are shooting, Trent 
deserves the medal of honor," 


"I wanted to see if it really 


was the course I had designed," 
Jones explained. "After reading 
some of the criticism, I began to 
doubt myself." 


Relaxing on the club house 


lawn afterward, 
the man who 


has built more than 400 courses 
all over the world answered 
each point of criticism, one by 
one. 


Of the comments by Casper 


and Nicklaus that more than 
half of the holes were blind, he 
said: 


"I walked the course again. 


This is untrue. I wish they 
would show me one hole that is 
blind. It is true that on some 
holes the landing area of the 
drive may not be seen but the 
target is clearly defined in any 
case. And every flagstick is visj* 
ble for the approach shot." 


To the contention that the 


greens, with their inundations 
and severe rolls, look like dino* 
saur graves, the architect said: 


"The greens don't have nearly 


as big mounds as some other 
courses," 


He said the rough was per- 


fect. "At Baitusrol, where Nick- 
laus set the record |n J967, tht 
rough was so short on the last 
five holes that Jack could Play 
out of them as easily as off the 
fairway," be added. "Thjit is 
not the intention of tne game." 


Jones defended the fact that 


the par 5 holes at Hazeltine are 
not birdie holes. 


"Par 5s were never intended 


to play as 4s, as sonie golfers 
like them," he insisted. "From 
earliest times in England, the 
premise lias been that a par 5 
should require a drive, brassie 
and niblick to reach the green. 
But I am not opposed to pre- 
senting a true gamble." 


Jones admitted that he is sen* 


sitive to the criticism. 


"The people of Minnesota are 


proud of their course and the 
U.S. Golf Association chose it as 
a proper test for the Open," he 
said. "They naturally are both- 
ered by the pros' complaints. 


"I think scores will improve 


Friday. There won't be any C4s 
and 65s but 1 think there will be 
a 69. And we will have many 
clustered in the 70-73 range. I 
also feel that we are in for some 
tremendous drama at the finish 
— with a putt or a chip deciding 
the championship."

Chi Rodriguez. Bobby Mitchell 
of Danville, Va., Tony Evans of 
Fayetteville NMC., and Richard 
Crawford 
of Eldorado, Ark., 


wore tied at 74. 


Billy Casper was in a large 


group at 75, Lee Trevino fin- 
ished at 77, defending champion 
Orville Moody and Arnold Pal- 
mer trudged in with 79s, Gary 
Player took an 80 and Jack 
Nicklaus 81. 


"We played a golf course that 


during practice rounds, was ex- 
tremeJy wet," said Palmer.

With each of the Johnsons

Rockefeller

One theory, advanced by a

Q—How often should I take 


a tetanus shot? 


A—Recent s t u d i e s have 


shown that, if a person of 
any age has his initial three

incontinence, is common in 
women who have had sev- 
eral children. It is the result 
of a relaxation of the pelvic 
support of the bladder. In 
most women these support- 
ing muscles can be strength- 
ened by learning to contract 
them. They are the ones 
used to check the flow of 
urine when you have not yet 
emptied your bladder. You 
should contract these mus- 
cles 20 times before getting 
out of bed in the morning 
and 20 more times standing 
by the bed after a r i s i n g . 
This exercise, which can be 
done while lying, sitting or 
standing should be repeated 
s e v e r a l times during the 
day. 


If after eight weeks this 


has not helped, you might 
consider having a small elec- 
tronic stimulator implanted 
under the skin over your 
bladder. S u r g i c a l repair 
should be done only as a last 
resort.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) 
-The 


MOth General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S. 
marched steadily into a mass 
of paperwork, committee re- 
ports and resolutions Monday 
night. 


It was a prelude to a week of 


business sessions, which fol- 
lowed Sunday's election of Dr. 
William A. Benfield of Charles- 
ton, W. Va., as the new modera- 
tor of the primarily Southern 
denomination. 


Monday's activities were con- 


cerned with routine matters, as 
the delegates received the re- 
ports of the committees on 
women's work, annuities and 
relief and on the use of tele- 
vision, radio and audio-visual 
materials. 


Debates are expected later 


this week when the group con- 
siders a resolution asking the 
church to declare abortion a 
matter strictly between a wom- 
an and her doctor. 


The group will also consider 


a change in its position on drink- 
ing alcoholic beverages, realign- 
ment 
of 
the 
boundaries of 


church units and a challenge to 
last year's declaration that evo- 
lution and the Bible do not con- 
flict. 


Early Monday Benfield met 


the press in his first conference 
after being elected head of the 
million-member 
denomination. 


Benfield said he sees no need 


for realignment of liberals and 
conservatives into two separate 
denominations. He said he hoped 
that by 1975 the separate de- 
nominations in the country could 
unite into one large Presbyter- 
ian body. 


Benfield called also for unity 


within his own church, saying 
that 
small 
splinter 
groups 


formed for their own aims did 
it no service. 


He said the church can have 


unity without conformity. 


Benfield suggested that one 


route to unity might be a week- 
long Presbyterian assembly in 
which no decisions would have 
to be made. 


He suggested that the meet- 


ing be a chance for people to 
meet together, live together and 
pray together and to discover 
each other through love.

The questions and answers: 
Q: There's speculation your

ficult to analyze. The fact is 
things are flowing in all direc- 
tions.

clear and that each knows what 
the other is doing, and we're 
proceeding that way. 


I've noticed that people have 


the idea—they seem to have the 
notion that one wants to draw 
activities to his operation, and 
my observation in the White 
House is sort of the reverse- 
that there's so much to do, and 
you're anxious to get it done 
well, and if you can find some- 
body else who can do it well and 
get him to do it, you're just that 
much ahead of the game. 


Q: Mr. secretary, your new 


job gives you a great deal of say 
on the whole domestic spending 
of $130-odd billion. Do you see 
any real possibility of cutting 
expenditures, of balancing the 
budget? 


A: Of course the federal gov- 


ernment's expenditures, taking 
them as a whole lot of bits and 
pieces, some are going down 
and some going up; there are 
always some being cut, so that 
is always a possibility.

Outdoor stairways cannot 


be ignored the way those in- 
doors are. Inside the house a 
stairway 
may 
develop a 


squeak but it isn't likely to 
fall down. 


Outside, 
wind 
and 
rain 


take their toll of stairs. Even 
if you never used the stair- 
way it would need attention. 


Regular maintenance and 


more frequent repairs 
are 


necessary whatever the ma- 
terial in use—wood, concrete 
or brick. 


Wooden stairs, naturally, 


should be checked frequently 
for signs of weakness and de- 
cay. Examine the stringers 
(the 
sides 
that 
hold the 


steps) for cracking. You can 
strengthen 
a 
stringer 
by 


bolting an additional piece of 
wood along its length. 


Use a 2x4 or a 2x6 and use 


carriage bolts to fasten it. 
Nails might cause 
further 


splitting. 


Treads (the part of the 


step you put your feet on) 
are attached to the stringer 
by cleats fastened to the in- 
side of the stringer or by 
grooves cut into the stringer. 


Loose cleats can be tight- 


ened with new screws. Badly 
damaged or decayed cleats 
should be replaced. If the 
wood around 
grooves 
has 


started to splinter or decay, 
reinforce with cleats. 


When doing this kind of 


work, remove the tread care- 
fully. Tap lightly on the un- 
derside on each end to avoid 
cracking. When you replace 
the tread, renail completely. 


Treads should be replaced 


if badly worn. If a tread is 
worn slightly at the center 
get extra wear out of it by 
turning it over. 


In a brick stairway look 


for worn mortar and" loose 
bricks. Clean out loose mor- 
tar and remortar if brick is 
still securely in place. If 
brick is loose, remove com- 
pletely. Scrape out all the 
loose mortar. Don't 
leave 


any particles. Hose down 
thoroughly. This gets rid of 
loose dirt and moistens the 
surface for the new mortar. 


Use ready-mix and cover 


all surfaces' of the brick, ex- 
cept the face, with mortar. 


Fit the brick in place and 


fill up remaining space with 
mortar. Scrape away excess. 
Keep the area wet for a few 
days. 


Look for cracks in con- 


crete steps. Open them with 
a hammer and chisel so that 
all loose concrete is cleaned 
out. Fill with fresh concrete 
after wetting the 
surface. 


Make the crack wider at the 
bottom than at the surface. 
Wet it for the next few days.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


head of the 
federal agency 


charged with heading off unrest 
in the nation's ghettos says a re- 
play of racial violence on the 
scale of Watts, Newark and De- 
troit is unlikely this summer. 


But he adds that simmering 


unrest among racial minorities 
—"the everyday little tensions" 
—could easily boil over during 
confrontations with police into 
sporadic outbreaks. 


"There is still, unfortunately, 


a great deal of hostility toward 
the police by minority groups," 
said Ben Holman, the director 
of 
the Justice 
Department's 


Community Relations Service. 


"tlnuer

stances, almost any kind of 
confrontation could lead to some 
kind of violence," Holman, a 
Negro, said in an interview. But 
he added: "This is not to pre- 
dict wholesale rioting." 


The police, he added, should 


"avoid at all costs the things 
that would tend to escalate a sit- 
uation." 


Holman's assessment was fol- 


lowed Thursday by a Justice 
Department prediction, prompt- 
ed by reports it is gearing up 
for trouble in big city ghettos, 
that "cool heads will prevail 
this summer and violence will 
be avoided.

zens' increasingly negative atti- 
tude toward violence and to por 
lice experience and training and 
handling of difficult situations." 
The statement, unsigned by any

Wholesale overhaul of the 
lion's mail system and an 8 per 
cent pay raise for mailmen 
have been approved by the 
House in a historic 10-hour ses- 
sion marked by some bitter 
floor exchanges. 


With 
uniformed 
mailmen 


loading the galleries and tem- 
pers growing short on the floor, 
the House passed the reform- 
pay bill Thursday night 357 to 24 
and sent it to the Senate. 


An effort to pass only the 


pay-raise provision and reject 
the plan for an independent, 
self-supporting Postal Service 
was defeated 306 to 77. 


House approval of the bill 


headed off threats of another 
nationwide mail strike even 
though Senate action is not ex- 
pected until after the July 4 re- 
cess and final enactment ap- 
pears to be at least a month 
away. 


But opponents said the House 


"will live to regret bitterly" the 
day it voted to give up Con- 
gress' 181-year control of the 
mails to an independent agency. 


They said reform is only a la- 


bel for a plan that will restruc- 
ture the postal system but offers 
no assurance of faster mail ser- 
vice, efficiency and moderniza- 
tion.

through corporate powers 


to set rates covering expenses 
—subject to congressional veto, 
negotiate pay with postal unions 
and sell up to $10 billion in 
bonds, mostly for moderniza- 
tion.

— The Air Force today rocketed 
a secret spy satellite into space 
to gather a vast amount of intel- 
ligence data about Russia, Red 
China, North Vietnam and other 
potential trouble spots. 


A towering Atlas-Agena rock- 


et blazed away from Cape Ken- 
nedy about 7:39 a.m. EDT to 
propel the superspy toward a 
near stationary outpost some 
20,000 miles^above Southeast 
Asia. 


The Air Force clamped a se- 


crecy label on the launching and 
made no .advance announce- 
ment. 


Sources reported the satellite 


is the first of an operational ser- 
ies whose main job is to provide 
early warning of an enemy mis- 


submarine. 


They said the 26-foot long 


Agena carried a television cam- 
era to spot missile sites, air 
bases, troop movements and 
other military installations and 
infrared and Xray sensors to de- 
tect the exhaust of a rising rock- 
et. 


It was the third secret launch 


of an Atlas-Agena from Cape 
Kennedy in 22 months. 
The 


sources reported the two earlier 
satellites, fired Aug. 6, 1968, and 
last April 19, were experimental 
prototypes for the payload loft- 
ed today. 


Both prototypes were placed 


in near stationary orbit above 
Southeast Asia, their speed syn- 
chronized with that of the rotat- 
ing earth so they would hover 
always over that area of the 
globe.
